COLLEGE MAKES 
READING AN ART 


Marked improvement in the 
grades of students enrolled in a 
new reading training course has 
been announced by instructors at 
Stanford University. 

First steps in the course are 
elaborate photographs of the stu- 
dent’s eyes, taken while he reads. 
The length of pause, regressions; 
winks and movements of any kind 
are recorded. Then the photo 
graphs are thrown upon a screen 
and the student is told how to 
correct his errors. 

Too many movements of the 
eyes and regressions are the chief 
obstacles encountered, instructors 
say. One of the ways devised to 
overcome these faults is-a me- 
chanical pacer, a device compar- 
able to a metronome. A rhythmi- 
cal beat is established and the
